Thirty-five people are 


reported dead. The accident occurred 


near Sanderson, Texas. 


At 1 p. m. it is said that thirty pas- 


sengers and the engineer and firemaii 


are missing. 


San Antonio, Tex., March 1.—(Bule- 


tin.)—A wreck near Sanderson, Tex.. 


occurred on the Southern Pacific about 


4 o'clock this morning. A broken-rail 


on a curve caused it and the train 


immediately caught fire. Of the 33 


who are missing many were burned 


to death. Details are very meager. 


No additional advices have been re- 


ceived regarding the wreck beyond 


the fact that about 15 bodies have been 


recovered, and that the coach contain- 


ing a number of New York capitalists 


escaped.

Heretofore Kinney has been held in 


the highest esteem by all and the de- 
velopments of the past few days have 
fairly startled the people . 


To make the case more pathetic 


Kinney is lying at death's door, with- 
out a shadow of hope for recovery. 
Relatives are coming to his rescue to 
the best of their means, but even 
they would be unable to save him had 
death not placed its stamp upon him.

X. B. Nichols, of the defunct First 
Sfational, the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency says that loans aggregating 
150,314 were made in excess of what

Commission Reports. 


• Washington. March T.—The Spanish 
treaty claims commission has handed 
down a decision against the claimants 
tor deaths and injuries received by 
officers and-seamen in the wreck of 
the battleship Maine in Havana har- 
bor. 


•The commission holds that "individ- 


ual claims of citizens of one nation 
may arise against the government of 
another nation tor redress of injuries 
to persons or property which such citi- 
zens may have sustained from such 
government or any of its agents. But 
such individual claims do not arise in 
favor cl' the officers and seamen of a 
ship ot war, who receive in the line of 
duty, injuries to their 
persons 
for 


which a toreign goveinment 
is re- 


sponsible. 


The claim against the toreign gov- 


ernment Js wholly national and injur 
ies.to such officers 
and seamen are 


merged in the national injury and they 
can look only to their own 
govern- 


ment for such remuneration as it may 
choose to give to them

in the harbor at' Havana. Cuba, on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1898, had no individual claim 
a'gainst Spain, even if that government 
was responsible to the United States 
for the explosion, and theretoresuch a

claims commission organized' by the 
act of Congress ot March 2, 1901, to 
adjudicate all individual claims of citi- 
zens of the United 
States against 


Spain which the United States releas- 
ed to Spain and agreed to pay by the 
treaty of peace of December 10, 1S98. 


The claims so far filed" with"' the coa- 


mission which will be affected by the 
decision amount 
to about $2,500,000, 


which probably would be increased to 
$5,pOO,000 had the decision been favor- 
able to theclaimants.
